Nothing Further of an
Official Nature Has
Been Disclosed.

CABINET DISCUSSES WAR

The Successor to De Lome
Appointed.

Important Meeting of the Spanish
Cnbinete=United States  Minister
Woodilord Explanins the Meaning of
Severnl Paragraphs in De Lome's
Note==Iteport of Genernl Lee's
Resignntion Oflicinlly Denred.

Washington, Feb, 14.—Actunted by n
gense of honor and a strict {den of jus-
tice the state department has token
steps 10 place in the hands of Senor
Canalejss, to whom the letier was ad-
fressed, the epistle written by Henor
Dupuy de Lome which led to the res-
ignation of the minigter. The trans-
action le& explained In the following
hrief statement given out tonight by
the state department:

“Recognizing that the legal owner-
ship of the de Lome letter is in Mrn
Canalejas, nnd hils agent and attorney,
Mr. Carlisle, having presented proper
authority to recelve the same, the let-
ter was delivered to him today."

As explained In this statement, Mr
Carlisle was fully authorlzed to apply
for and recelve the letter, having the
cahbled authorization from Senor Can-
alefjas., In the view of the state de-
partment the letter was a stolen docu-
ment and Iin that like any other place
of property It should upon applleation
be dellvered to its rightful owner.
There was no other course left open,
for In the United States, as In all other
countries having a code of laws, a jet-
ter becomes the sole property of the
person to whom ft {s addressed imme-
diately it starts on Its way from the
sender. Even the latter cannot obtain
possession of It without the consent of
the person addressed. The limit of his
powers legally being In cerlaln cases to
stop the delivery of the paper,

This letter has besides already com-
pletely served all the uses to which it
might have been applied by our gov-
ernment and there are In existence fue-
simile coples of the paper that ars
#0 surely authenticated as to leave no
legal doubt of thelr accuracy,

THE CLOSING CHAPTER,

There now remains only the elosing
chapter of the Incident to be written,
for the end is already In sight, Not-
withstanding all that has been sald in
the press about demands on Spain far
apologies or retractions of the disnsres-
able things sald by Senor Dupuy de
Lome in his letter, it can positively be
stated that at no time sinoe the publi-
cation of the letter has the state do-
partment taken any such course, In-
stead, it has relied entirely upon the
Eense of propriety of the Spanish gov-
ernment to do all that was proper and
needfiul to wipe out the unpleasant fm-
pression produced by these statements,
and it can now be gald that this Course
hag bLeen fully justified and thut the
Epanish cablnet now being aware of
the full text of the letter i expected
Within a day or two to make such dis-
clnims of the letter as js required by
the circumstances, “

DEADLY ELEVATOR

Thres Men Are Instanily Killed at
the Waldorf««Two Others Serious=
ly Wounded.,

New York, Feb, 4.—Three men were
Instantly killed and two serlously in-
Jured, one of them so seriously that he
Wil die, in this clty today by accidents
in elevators. Those killed are:

JOHN DEGNAN, a laborer at the Hotel
Waldorf,

OSCAR WESTBERG, aged 24 assistant
janitor of the Walton bullding of
Fifth avenue.

WILLIAM OCHS, aged 25, a driver for
an express compuany.

James Foley and Thomas Looney are
the injured. Foley is not lkely to re-
cover,

The accldert In which Degnan met
his death and Looney and Foley were
injured occurred at the Waldorf hotel.
The three men were taking ashes from
the cellar on a freight elevator, when
two of the four chaing of the elevator
broke and the men were thrown to the
sub cellar, three storieg below,

Westberg met his death In almost
exactly the same way that Mrs, Arthur

C, Levy was Kkilled at the Holland
house yesterday. Westherg was alone
in the car In the Walton bullding.

While making an ascent his head pre-
sumably came in contact with the sec-
ond floor. He was thrown to the hot-
tom of the elevator, which, as it rose,
crushed his head against the project-
ing floor.

Ochz was walting for the elevator on
the elghth floor of the bullding at 588
Broadway. The gate was open and
Dehs was looking down the shaft., The
elevator descended more rapldly than
he expected, his head was caught and
he was almost decapitated.

| UNEVENTFUL DAY

AT MARTIN TRIAL

New Facts Brought Oat by the
Witnesses.
AMERICAN FLAG SHOT DOWN

Other Testimeny Is Introdunced and
Scinen Are Exhibitede«One Man Exe«
hibita Furrows in His SknllesThe
Frack of Bullet Is Yery Plain.
Quict Day in Court,

Wilkes-Barre, Feh. 14 —~The third
week of the Martin trial began today
In an uneventful way by the resump-
tion of testimony for the common-
wealth,

John Pust] testified: “7T was with the
strikers on the tenth of September last,
when the shooting occurred at Latti-
mer, Whon we appronched the sheriff
he walked to the middle of the rond
and told us to stop, Some few of the
men went forward and 1 then heard
two wolleys from the deputies. None
of the strikers were armed, 1 was shot
n the right arm, and as I started to
run I was shot In the right leg, the
ball entering from the back and com-
ing put In front, I saw six
of the deputies leave the line and shoot
nd they walked away. Of the deputies
I van only remember geeing John Cook
and Pardee there,"

Andrew Brult testified: 1 was at the
meeting at Harwood, where we were
told not to carry any arms, 1 carvied
the tlng In the march of the strikers.
We were stopped at West Hazleton by
the sherift, who had a revolver in his
hand, A similar seene ocourred at
Lattimer, where the sheriff sclzed one
of our men and we pulled the
awny from him. 1 saw the sheriff pull
the trigger of his revolver three or four
times, 1 lald down on the ground when
the shooting Yegan."

Marcy Guneavage testified that he
was marching with the strikers at West
Hazleton when the sheriff gelzed him.
He begmed to be let go, whereupon the
sheriff said: *“You seem a good fellow.
You had better get away from this, as
there is golng to be big trouble here
today."

Continuing, the witness eald that
when the strikers arrived at Lattimer
he was sbout fifty feet behind the
morchers. He then heard the sheriff
give the order to fire and a shot fol-
lowed, The shot came from near where
the sheriff stood.

Michael Malody, the mnext witness
called, also testifiad he was with the
marchern, Sherllf Martin, he said,

stopped the men and held In his hand
a revolver, He seiged one of the men
and pulled the trigger on his revolver,
but it did not explode. The strikers
pushed ahead of the sheriff and the
firing began. A number of the men
were struck by bullets and fell.
Malody was put rthrough a severe
erogs-examination, He sald he was a
saloonkeeper and voluntarily joined the
strikers on their march to Lattimer,

M. Zola and' Perreux was resumed at
the Assize court of the Hszine today M.

(Excltement in court,)
Continuing, the former minister re-
marked that the inner ecircles of for-
elgn governments were fully cognizant
of all that occurred at the Esterhazy
court martial, a statement which
caused renewed excitement In court,
Later, M. Yves Ouyot expressed the
oplnion that the government commis-
sloner who prosecuted Major Esterhazy
was far more llke counsel for the de-
fence than tha cutor. The wit
ness added: “TwmMappy in the be-
llef that all the best sentlment in
France supporte M, Zola."

STRIKERS  DEMORALIZED

The Proposed Operations at
New Bedford,

It Was First Intended That the Eners
gios of the Unions Be Concentrated
at the Above Polnt, but Wages in
Uther .lmcalulu Wit Not Allow
the Workmen to Render Assistancs.
The Geueral Closing of the Mils
Will Probably Not Pake Place at
Present.

Bogton, Feb., 4.—From advices here
today, it seems to be the general opin-

lon In mill cireles that the recoms
mendation of the textile unions, that a
general strike be undertaken by the

operatives in all New England cotton
mills where o reduction of wages has
occurred, will not be accepted in all
ploees, although It may result In
strikes In thoss localities where the
unions are strongest and the discone
tent greatest.

It was intended at first that the en-
ergles of all unions should be directed
to alding the 9,000 operatives of New
Bedford and that strikes in the other
cenires should be deferred until the
New Bedford trouble was settled, but
a8 the weeks have passed the mem-
bers of the unlons In places wherae
there are no etrikes clalm to have
found that the rate of wages under
the reduction {8 ¥o small that the op-
eratives have all they could do to make
ends meet and are not able to help
thelr New Bedford brethren.

These facts belng borne out by re=
ports that the assistance recelved at
New Bedford was disappointing, it is
believed had much to do with the rec-
ommendation that a general strike be
undertaken. The local union will take
actlon on the matter durlng the next
week or two and until a vote Is taken
it will be impoesible to tell to what
extent the actlon of yesterday's Bos-
ton meeting will be endorsed.

The fifth week of the strike in New
Bedford, Biddeford, Sace, Lewlston
and other places, which began today,
brought Jittle change. The strike in
